Statute of Queen Elrzabeth is declared ; And to be payd tothe Treaſurers tor the maime1 Souldiers appointed by 
the Juſkices of the peace of the County or Liberty by vertue of this Ordinance,and the Statute of Queen Elizabeth 
aforeſaid ; which ſaid Treaſurers ſhall be ordered in ſuch manner, and under ſuch penalries as by the ſaid Statute 
is further declared. And be it ordained that every Souldier or Marriner, maimed or diſabled in body for worke, 
in the ſerviceof the Parliament during theſe late warres, ſhall forthwith repaire to the place where he was laſt ſet- 


led when he tooke up Armes, with a Certif 
or other Commiinna ry Nfl cer, and ſhall alſo repalre uUnuty tC L WU ut 


cate 1f his ſervice, and hurt received, under rhe hand of his Captaine 
xt Juſtices of the peace for the County 


ſaid two Juſtices upon examination of the truth of ſuch Certificate ( which 
the ſaid two Juſtices are hereby en abled to take upon oath of the patty, and of ſuch witneſſes as he ſhall produce } 
ſhall by warrant unto the Treaſurer 1ſizachim reliete untill the next Quatter-ſeffions ro be holden for that Coun- 
ty or Liberty, At which time a yearly Penſion ſhall be by the ſaid py or m3Jor part of them granted in man- 
ner and forme, and with power of revocation or alteration, as by the ſaid Stature ts further declared and direQed 1 
And in caſe that the Captaine or Officer appointed to make ſuch Certificate be dead, the {aid rywo Juſtices ſhall 
have power upon requeſt of them made 11 behalfe of the party maymed by perſons of credir to give ſuch reliefe as 
in caſe of examination aforeſaid. And as touching V1dowes and Orphans of {uch as have died, or have been {ain 
inthe ſervice of the Parliament ; Ir is hereby ordained, that over and belides ſuch reliefe as they ſhall gaine by 
their worke and labour, and ſhall be allowed them by the charity and benevolence of the Pariſh, Towne, or Ham- 
let where they are ſetled ( who arc hereby required ro have them 1n ſpeciall regard ) the Treaſurers of the maimed 
Sou!diers for ſuch County ſhall allow ſuch turther reliefe from time to time as ſhall be judged meete by the two 
ncxt Juſtices of the peace of ſuch arzas The ſaid reliefe ſhall be paid out of the ſurpluſage of ſuch Rock of 
mairtenance as ſhall remaine in the hands of the ſaid Treaſurers after (uch Penſions granted, and payment of them 
made, and of which ſurpluſage and allowance made unto ſuch Widowes and Orphants, the ſaid Treaſurers ſhall 
give account from time to time, and the fame diſtribute in ſuch manner asby the Juſtices ſhall be dire&ed, and 
according to the Statute aforeſaid. | 

Be it further Ordained, that the Juſtices of the Peace in every County or Liberty, or any two of them, ſhall 
forthwith call all ſuch Treaſurers, High-C onſtables, Petty-Conſtables, or other perſons ( who have formerly been 
intruſted with the receipt, colle&ing, or diſpoſing of any ſumme of money charged apon any Parith by vertueof 
the Statute aforeſaid,and whereof no account hath been given ; and likewiſe the Executors and Adminiſtrators of 
ſuch perſons ) unto account concerning ſuch leavies, and colle&ions made, and ſuch money as they ſhall find re- 
maining inthe cuſtody of ſuch perſons, to order forthwith to be paid unto the Treaſurer appointed by vertue of 
theſaid Statute, or tobe appointed by vertue of this Ordinance,at the next quarter Seffions to be holden for the 
County or Liberty, under ſuch penalties asby the ſaid Stature 1s ſet forth ; which ſaid Treaſurer robe appoint 
by vertue of this Ordinance ſhall continue by vertue hereof untill the Eaſter Seſſions following. = =
